Fee $1,500 Live Foal 
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Of the Interlocking Problems 


Thoroughbred Club’s conference on the 
surplus of race horses, as reported in The Blood- 
Horse of February 5, heard many suggestions and 
arguments. It agreed on 3 things, the third of which 
was: 

“It is recommended that a committee be ap- 
pointed to suggest statistical studies of the interlock- 
ing problems of racing and breeding, including a 
study of purse distribution.” 

Why? Presumably because the men who sat 
around the conference table found * themselves 
stymied by lack of sufficient information, despite the 
fact that they were a rather well informed group. 
Even if they had had acres of data before them, they 
still would have been unable to specify the best 
course of action to be followed, because acres of data 
mean nothing until they are organized and properly 
interpreted, and this also must have been realized. 

It is enouraging that the resolution indicated 
an awareness of “the interlocking problems of rac- 
ing and breeding.” For too many years most Ameri- 
can race tracks have ignored the fact that racing 
and breeding are a continuum, a part of the same 
operation. The condition book of today writes the 
pedigrees of tomorrow. Today’s pedigrees will be 
between the lines in tomorrow’s condition book. 

The resolution recommends that a committee 
“suggest statistical studies.” We hope this was not 
the limit of what the conference meant to specify as 
the committee’s task. 

Any industry as large as racing needs a constant 
feedback of information, sometimes in detailed lists, 
sometimes in broad generality, sometimes in cause- 
and-effect relationship. Studies made in 1955 will 
yield results not necessarily valid for 1956, and 
almost certainly not valid for 1970. The industry 
needs many types of current information, just as 
the pilot of an airplane needs a hundred sources of 
information to assure the safety of the plane and its 
passengers. This is an age of information in action. 

There is, for instance, the problem of taxation 
and take-out, as it relates to welfare of communities, 
and to the very existence of racing. How much tax 
can be withstood without destroying the source of 
the tax? Is the support of racing actually keeping 
vace with increase in population and average in- 
come? Are we gaining or losing? Are the states (the 
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people) gaining or losing? The answers to these 
questions should be registered on dials as plain as 
the speedometer on an automobile. 

How much is information worth? Whatever it 
costs. How much does it cost? Plenty, but not nearly 
so much as it is worth. 

Our own guess is that racing in the United 
States should set up a fund of $100,000 to establish 
an information service for every phase of the in- 
dustry, and should expect to maintain it at a net cost 
of about $50,000 a year. The outlay could be shared 
by at least 50 organizations, and eventually most of 
the cost of operation could be accounted for in terms 
of actual service rendered to organizations and in- 
dividuals. 

We are thinking in terms of a punch-card 
system, capable of assembling data in almost any 
format needed. Once the information has been 
transferred to punch-cards, it can be processed in a 
thousand different ways. It becomes dynamic in it- 
self. 

Overproduction, or surplus, has been called the 
No. 1 problem of American racing, and there are 
plans under discussion which would allocate to the 
solution of this one question sums large enough to 
inaugurate the information service which is needed 
for a hundred problems. 

The conference at Los Angeles wants a study 
of purse distribution. In what form? Set the keys, 
and here is the answer. You need the answer in 
another form? Here it comes, within hours. 

What else do you need? The earnings of different 
classes of horses? Summary of a condition book? 
Data for public relations or for presentation to the 
legislature? Geographical distribution of various 
classes of horses? Records of breeders, owners, train- 
ers, sires, dams, individual horses? A register of 
merit? Data for the determination of heritability of 
racing class? Purse distribution in ratio to the track’s 
share of the mutuel pools? A list of the most 
successful horses, or the least successful? Registra- 
tions arranged according to sires? dams? breeders? 
Fertility ratios? Keying for identification? What- 
ever is put on the cards in detail can be got out in 
mass. 

All these services, and a thousand others, can 
be performed by machines, much faster and with 
less expense than by hand.

Nashua: 6 Furlongs in 1:10 2-5 


MIAMI 

The talk here still is centered around 
the meeting in the Flamingo Stakes of 
Belair Stud’s Nashua, the 2-year-old 
champion of 1954, and Paul Andolino’s 
rags-to-riches colt Boston Doge. But Harry 
Trotsek, Hasty House Farm’s trainer, has 
another candidate in Prince Noor, a son 
of *Noor, which came up with a fine 
effort in winning the Everglades Stakes 
over the Flamingo distance of 9 furlongs 
on the week-end. 

The running of the Everglades was 
tainted somewhat. Montpelier’s Saratoga. 
the favorite in the field of 15, was left 
at the post. Whether it was starter 
George Cassidy’s fault or the fault of the 
horse isn’t really so important; but the 
fact remains that Saratoga. which had 
beaten Prince Noor in a_ shorter race 
earlier in the meeting. had no chance at 
all in the Everglades. He finished last. 

Prince Noor’s performance was com- 
mendable. He left the gate 14th. stayed 
there for the first half-mile. then began 
to roll. He was ninth after three-quarters, 
second at the eighth-pole, and a winner by 
three-parts of a length over Eugene Con- 
stantin Jr..s Amber’s Folly. Third was 
Belair Stud’s Ambient. pinch-hitting for 
Nashua. which like Boston Doge had 
passed up the stakes. Cup Man was 
fourth. There were quite a few that had 
no business in the race. 

Everglades Day will be one the Allie 
Reubens and Harry Trotsek will not forget 
soon. The stable not only won with 
Prince Noor. but also with Hasty Road, the 
Preakness winner of 1954 and a powerful 
threat for the Widener Handicap on Feb-

ance. The son of Roman led all the way 
over a mile and a furlong in the Abraham 
Lincoln Purse. drubbing a flock of other 
Widener candidates with something in re- 
serve. Cerise Reine. the fine mare owned 
by Ada L. Rice. was second in a tremen- 
dous effort. beaten only 115 lengths. while 
Maharajah. from the Greentree Stable, 
bobbed up with a good race to finish 
third. Fourth was Scimitar. *Stan. cou- 
pled with Hasty Road, finished sixth.

The Abraham Lincoln lost considerable 
interest when Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt 
and trainer Bill Winfrey decided to with- 
draw Social Outcast, the McLennan Hand- 
icap winner. He had been in with 126 
pounds, 3 more than *Stan’s and 6 more 
than Hasty Road’s. Vanderbilt and Win- 
frey said they withdrew the Widener 
favorite because of the size of the field. 

Hasty House actually won 3 races on the 
week-end, scoring also with the filly Miss 
Energy in a claimer. This has been one 
of Hasty House Farm’s better seasons. 
and with the Flamingo and Widener com- 
ing up. as well as 2 rich grass races. the 
Bougainvillea and the Hialeah Handicaps. 
it could very well make Turf history if 
the luck continues. 


Johnny Adams, 3-time national riding 
champion, had a profitable afternoon, too. 
The little guy, now a grandfather. flew

Watson—509. and Hasty Road. He’ll be back on them 
— fin the Flamingo and the Widener. both en- 
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dowed with $100,000. The Flamingo is 
to be run February 26. 

Trio Stable’s Laffango probably will 
have to miss the Widener. The unsound 
sen of Errard—Lovely Girl pulled up ex. 
ceedingly lame in his left fore leg after 
finishing seventh in the Abraham Lincoln 
Purse. Joe Culmone was on Laffango. 
He was also on Saratoga. He had a rough 
time of it indeed. 

Commenting on the Everglades. start, 
cocky Joe said: “He just wasn’t ready 
and tried to scrape me off coming out.” 


PRACTICING. The Hialeah racing 
colony still is discussing the breath-taking 
workout turned in by Nashua February 11, 
It was. according to clockers, the most 
brilliant move ever recorded by a 3-year- 
old colt in Florida. He blazed 6 furlongs 
in 1:1025. The big son of *Nasrullah wore 
no blinkers. and Ted Atkinson was on 
him. 

Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons tried to run 
him in an overnight on the week-end, but 
rival owners. who were apprised of the 
colt’s remarkable workout. wanted no part 
of him. and the race did not fill. Nashua 
could have run in a 7-furlong $6,000 over- 
night race last Wednesday, but Fitz. tak- 
ing no chances, withdrew the valuable 
colt because the track was wet. He 
thought it would be asking too much to 
run him in that kind of going for his first 
time out since last fall. Fitz will try, 
however. to give Nashua at least one 
race before the Flamingo, perhaps next 
Monday. 

While Nashua’s Flamingo stock has 
boomed. that of the unbeaten Boston 
Doge has sagged somewhat. Boston Doge, 
according to Tropical clockers, backed 
up badly in a move last Thursday. After 
blazing 5 furlongs in around 0:58, he re- 
quired 1:4015 for the mile drill. That 
could suggest he’ll have trouble trying 
to handle the 9 furlongs of the Flamingo. 
He also may be given a race before the 
100-grand event. 


PLAIN TALK. John C. Clark, presi- 
dent of Hialeah Park, rates a sprig of 
praise for listing the Abraham Lincoln 
Purse as the sixth event on the program. 
Originally, it had been carded as _ the 
eighth. When Clark saw the entries. he 
contacted the secretary’s office and_ or- 
dered it switched to the earlier spot. 

“Many people do not like to wait until 
the eighth race. They may have dinner 
engagements, and so on. So why not give 
them a chance to see the good horses run.”

Pep-Talking Frank LaBoyne 
Talked a Fairy-Tale Finish 


Los ANGELES 


It says in some of Fred Purner’s clear 
and usually reliable prose that the San 
Antonio Handicap is a good measuring 
rod of the main contenders for the Santa 
Anita Handicap; but it will be hard to 
prove that to at least 47,000 race-goers 
who saw Gigantic charge to a length-plus 
victory in the 17th running of the San 
Antonio. thereby completely scrambling 
the picture. 

Andy Crevolin’s Determine and H. H. 
Helbush’s *Poona II, the one-two choices 
of the big crowd, were nowhere at the 
finish. and neither had. too much in the 
way of an excuse. Gigantic, which opened 
at 50-1 in the Caliente future book just 
a few weeks ago, is now down to 5-1 and 
the Santa Anita Handicap is a wide-open 
race no matter from which angle you are 
looking. 

The story of Gigantic’s victory reads 
like a fairy tale for Roy Lumm. an 18- 
year-old fuzzy-cheeked jockey from No- 
wata. Okla. Last fall Lumm had a siege 
of pneumonia, and had to quit riding for 
a spell during the Golden Gate Fields 
meeting. Because of his illness, the rac- 
ing board granted him an extension of 
his apprenticeship, which finally ran out 
on January 29. Between that time and 
February 12, the day of the San Antonio, 
Lumm had gone 49 counts without a 
winner. 

“T was beginning to think I’d_ never 
win again without the ‘bug.’” Roy said 
with a wry smile. 

On the morning of the San Antonio, 
Frank LaBoyne, a handsome.  gray- 
thatched, soft-spoken 40-year-old trainer, 
collared Lumm in the parking lot at 
Santa Anita and gave him a fight talk 
that lasted almost an hour. He kept tell- 
ing Lumm how the race should be run. 
and how Gigantic could win. Lumm kept 
nodding affirmatively, although he did 
not really believe it. 

In the race before the San Antonio, 
Lumm brought in Louis B. Mayer’s Ali- 
don to win the $29,500 San Luis Rey 
Handicap at 114 miles over the grass. 
The payoff: a whopping $112.80. 

“Those fight talks are wonderful 
things.” LaBoyne said to himself. “I just 
hope the spirit lasts for one more race.” 

It did. Lumm had his share of trouble 
with Gigantic. They were in close quar- 
ters in a jam at the first turn. But Gi- 
gantic moved up steadily on the back- 
stretch. went around 5 horses on the turn

for home. then ran down Correspondent 
and Imbros in the stretch. 

“He felt good under me all the way,” 
Lumm said. “When we passed Determine 
on the backstretch, he was laboring. I 
never saw *Poona. But when Imbros 
was the only horse ahead of us in the 
stretch. I really felt like we were in.” 

Gigantic’s time for the mile and one 
furlong was 1:4825, only 15-second over 
Your Host’s track record. The crowd 
thought so little of Lumm and Gigantic, 
the combination paid $85.80. 

Lumm’s timing was perfect. His first 
2 long-shot winners netted him $5.485 as 
his end of the stakes. 

Some horsemen felt that *Poona II and 
Determine both were bumped badly on the 
club house turn. But to this reporter, it 
seemed that Willie Shoemaker maneuvered 
*Poona II through an opening skillfully, 
and that the Irish colt tired badly on the 
second turn after making one mild rally. 
If the San Antonio proved one thing, it 
is that *Poona II is no weight packer. 
His package of 123 for the San Antonio 
was too much, and it looks as though 
racing secretary Jimmy Kilroe. who gave 
him 113 for the Santa Anita Handicap. 
was just about right in his estimate of 
the Irish invader. 

As for Determine, there are many horse- 
men who believe the little gray colt is not 


auite the horse he was last spring. before 
his rather serious illness. In the San An- 
tonio, Determine was shuffled back going 
to the first turn, then raced wide down 
the backstretch. Last year he had 
shrugged off such minor incidents and 
had dug in all the harder. He finished 
sixth in the San Antonio and never did 
much running. 

Imbros and Correspondent, which ran 
ene-two on the early pace, finished in that 
order behind Gigantic. Joe Jones closed 
boldly to finish fourth, and the 114 miles 
of the Santa Anita Handicap might fit 
him just right. Mark-Ye-Well ran fairly 
well until he tired, then dropped back to 
11th, beating only 3 horses to the wire. 

After the race, I asked Allen Drum- 
heller which he thought would win the 
Santa Anita Handicap. “After today’s 
race,” he said. “I think Rejected will win.” 

Rejected, as you know, did not run in 
the San Antonio.

LEG TROUBLE. Luck has been on

They were dealt a couple of set- 
backs last week. first when Mandil was 
disqualified after beating a clever field 
of 3-year-olds on the turf course on 
Thursday. then when Nahar was com- 
pelled to be withdrawn from the $25,000

What is of more concern to Mr. Wid- 
ener and Mulholland is the condition of 
Nahar, a colt of vast potentialities. When 
he worked 6 furlongs in 1:1144 Thursday 
morning he developed a sore left front 
knee. His condition remained unchanged 
on Everglades Day, so Mulholland regret- 
fully withdrew him. The soreness may 
also keep him out of the Flamingo. Nahar 
has been postward only once, finishing a 
good fourth to the unbeaten Boston Doge 
in the Bahamas. It is no secret Mulhol- 
land holds him in high esteem. 


STATISTIC. The score-sheet on the 
behavior of odds-on choices at Hialeah 
Park is interesting. Through the first 23 
days of the 40-day meeting, no fewer 
than 28 horses priced at less than even 
money went postward, 14 won, 14 lost. 
The average. of course. is under par, Of 
the 14 that lost, 8 were completely out 
of the money. 3 finished second, and 3 
were third. Most consistent of the odds- 
on horses has been Boston Doge, winning

Louis Tufano, 
who was ruled off New York tracks 2 
vears ago for telling jockeys not to win 
with his horses. 

Horace Wade. director of racing. said 
he had checked with the Florida Racing 
Commission and found that it had no rul- 
ing against the younger Tufano. 

“If Sam Tufano can prove that he has 
no connection with his father as far as 
the ownership of the horses involved is 
concerned, his entries will be accepted.” 
Wade said. 

Sam Tufano campaigned at Tropical 
Park this winter. but Hialeah Park 
stewards last month (The Blood-Horse of 
January 29, page 325) said he would not 
be allowed to race there because he never 
had proved that the stable was not con- 
trolled by his father. 


Belmont Spring Stakes 


Twenty-one stakes. topped by the $100.- 
000-added Belmont Stakes. have been an- 
nounced for the 42-day spring meeting at 
Belmont Park. Total stakes distribution 
will be $535.000. $45.000 more than was 
offered in the same races last year. Most 
of the increase is for the Suburban Handi- 
cap. which will be worth $75.000 added, 
$25.000 more than in 1954. The list:

Sires in England and Ireland: 
Leaders for the 1954. Season 


About 8 years ago, when the computation 
of the average-earnings index was settling 
into a routine operation, Brig. Gen. R. S. 
Scott, of the British Bloodstock Agency, 
took note of the importance of recording 
the number of runners by each sire, as 
well as the number of winners and the 
sums earned. Beginning with 1948, the 
BBA’s invaluable annual publication, the 
Bloodstock Breeders’ Review, has supple- 
mented its sires-of-winners list with an 
additional tabulation showing the number 
of flat runners by each sire in Great 
Britain and Ireland. 

In the most recent volume of the Reriew, 
editor George Blackwell included the 
earnings index for each sire which had 
a winner in 1953. The English writers 
who remarked upon the innovation were 
unexpectedly enthusiastic about it. (As a 
matter of fact, they explained it so clearly 
that some of the members of The Blood- 
Horse staff understood it for the first 
time.) One of them, Eric Rickman, writing 
in Horse and Hound, went so far as to 
suggest that the Review provide the 
cumulative indexes, as well as the one- 
year figures, as soon as possible. 

Acting upon this suggestion. and with 
the BBA’s co-operation in furnishing data. 
we have undertaken to assemble the 
complete records of sires in Great Britain 
and Ireland for the seven-year period 1948- 
54, and have turned them over to the 
Review editors for use in whatever manner 
they may choose. Some of the results of 
the compilation are presented here. 


EXPLANATORY. The earnings index 
was devised in order to make sire records 
(and other group records) intelligible on a 
constant basis. for different times and 
different countries. The index is a ratio 
between actual earnings and the oppor- 
tunity for earnings. The opportunity. of 
necessity, varies from year to year and 
from country to country. In Great Britain 
and Ireland it has been more constant 
than in North America. 

The following tabulation shows the basis 
on which the earnings index for Great 
Britain and Ireland has been calculated. 
The totals given were obtained by sum- 
ming the number of runners and the earn- 
ings attributed to sires, as reported in the 
Bloodstock Breeders’ Review.

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There are a few complications in the 
manner of obtaining the totals. By 
established English custom, horses of 
doubtful paternity are excluded from the 
record of the second sire to which a mare 
was bred. and are kept in a separate cate- 
gory. where they tend to be ignored and 
lost from the record of either sire. Until 
1954 the record keepers in the offices of 
the BBA did not account for non-winners 
of doubtful paternity in the totals showing 
the number of runners during the year. In 
1954 they tallied 11 such runners, in addi- 
tion to winners by A or B. Thus the 
number of runners for the years prior to 
1954 is slightly inaccurate, but not by a 
margin large enough to make a substantial 
difference in the calculation of the index. 

The British custom of keeping horses 
of doubtful paternity in a separate cate- 
gory is well founded in common sense.

Notes. The adjustment is the earnings 
divided by the year’s over-all average 
money per horse. The sum of the adjust- 
ment divided by the sum of year-starters is 
the cumulative index. 

Data for the years before 1948 were 
based on Ruff's Guide and the Racing 
Calendar. The number of runners in each 
year was obtained by tally. 

The column headed 4.00 shows the 
numbers of winners which earned 4 times 
the average expectancy for the given year; 
24 per cent of Hyperion’s year-starters at- 
tained this figure. 
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One cannot always be certain that the 
second stallion was the actual sire. With. 
out wishing to do violence to the accepted 
practice, we nevertheless have taken the 
more convenient American usage. If a 
horse was by A or B, he was included in 
the record for B. 

The indexes for 1953 were first calculat- 
ed on the basis of an average distribution 
per horse of £254.22, an average derived 
by summing the totals in the Statistical 
Abstract at the end of the 1953 flat racing 
season. The Abstract, we learned too late. 
is published before the full count of run. 
ners in Ireland is available. Hence the 1953 
records have been recalculated on the 
basis of an average of £227.16 for inclusion 
in the cumulative record. 


METHOD. The average money per run- 
ner in any one year is accepted as average 
expectancy for that year, and actual eam. 
ings per runner are compared with it to 
obtain the index. For instance, in 1954 the 
French stallion Pharis had 10 runners in 
England and Ireland. Their expectancy, 
on the basis of the £225.20 average, was 
£2.252. The actual earnings were £4,430, 
or 1.97 times the 1954 expectancy for 10 
horses. 

To take another way around, the earn- 
ings credited to Pharis were equivalent 
to the earnings of 19.671 “average” horses, 
and 19.671 divided by 10 equals 1.97, the 
index. By summing these annual totals (10 
and 19.671) with the similar totals for 
other years. a cumulative or lifetime index 
may be obtained, as in the example given 
for Hyperion. 


RESULTS. An accompanying tabulation 
gives the leading sires which had at least 
5 runners each in 1954. They are arranged 
in the order of their earnings indexes for 
1954. The cumulative indexes for the 1948. 
54 period are also given. along with the 
accumulated number of year-starters. 

The records for the older sires are in- 
complete. of course. Hyperion’s lifetime 
index. one of the few available for the 
great European sires, is 4.24. Blandford’s 
was 4.29: St. Simon’s, 4.75. These may be 
compared with Bull Lea’s 5.21 at the end 
of 1953 (the full lifetime record assuredly 
will be lower) and Equipoise’s lifetime 
index of 4.41. 

The highest cumulative indexes in Eng- 
land and Ireland for the 1948-54 period 
are given below. After the name of each 
sire is given the accumulated number of 
vear-starters.

least 20 year-starters. For practical pur- 
poses the name of *Nasrullah heads the 
list. since the French sires Djebel and 
Pharis were represented largely by raiders 
trained in France and pre-selected on the 
basis of already established class. and 
Rienzo has only 20 year-starters. 


In the 1954 season Hyperion led the 
list of sires with a total slightly larger, in 
vross earnings. than *Nasrullah. He also 
had 2 more runners than *Nasrullah. The 
index shows a virtual dead heat between 
these 2 remarkable sires. 


DISTRIBUTION. By tradition. British 
statistics on earnings are based on first 
money only. For this reason, and possibly 
for other reasons, when sires are distribut- 
ed along the scale of merit as indicated 
by the earnings index, they fall into a 
pattern slightly different from that in 
North America. The difference is princi- 
pally at the lower levels. For instance, only 
about 3 per cent of sires represented by 
as many as 10 runners in one year in 
America have indexes of less than .20 (less 
than one-fifth of average expectancy). 
whereas in Great Britain and Ireland 22.6 
per cent of the sires with as many as 5 
runners in 1954 had indexes below .20. 


In the upper ranges, an index shows 
about the same relative merit in Great 
Britain and Ireland as in North America. 
In 1954. 10.5 per cent of the sires with

at least 5 runners had indexes of 1.80 or 
more. as against 8.8 per cent in America. 
The annual variation in the pattern of 
distribution will be greater there than here, 
because of the smaller numbers. 

About a fourth (25.7 per cent) of the 
sires represented by 5 runners or more in 
the Anglo-Irish flat racing of 1954 had 
indexes of 1.00 or more. The accompany- 
ing tabulation of leaders gives the 25.7 
per cent of sires in this category. For con- 
venience in reading. the leaders are divided 
into groups, each of which represents 2 
per cent of the 257 sires which had 5 
runners or more in 1954, The top 2 per 
cent ends with Dante. the top 4 per cent 
with Tudor Minstrel. the top 10 per cent 
with Borealis.

an early favorite for the Derby, now sold 
to Argentina; Princequillo by the good 3- 
year-old Blue Prince, which Walter 
Jeffords plans to keep in training for an- 
other year; Pensive by the 5-year-old mare 
Fairy Flax. a stablemate of Never Say 
Die: Devil Diver by the 3-year-old colt 
Gold Diver. winner of two races. 


EXTENSION. It is quite possible that 
the use of the earnings index of the Blood- 
stock Breeders’ Review, which has large 
international distribution and is standard 
equipment in the best racing libraries 
throughout the world. may influence the 
record-keepers of other countries to make 
use of the earnings index, which is easily 
enough calculated. once the basic data are 
available—total number of runners, total 
money distributed. number of runners and 
earnings of each sire. 

The greater part of the labor is the tally 
showing the number of runners (earners 
and non-earners) for each sire, and this 
is a valuable statistic whether the index 
is calculated or not. If the calculation 
poses any problem, we repeat a standing 
offer to do that part of the work, in the 
offices of The Blood-Horse, for any coun- 
try which will furnish the necessary data. 

Eventually it might be well to consider 
using the same process for figures on 
broodmare sires. These are aimost useless 
until weighted according to number of 
runners represented.

Lincoln Fields Agrees to Agree; 
Date Rotation Bill Is Proposed 


CHICAGO 

Litigants in the case of Lincoln Fields 
decided this week to settle their differ- 
ences out of court. The present owner- 
ship will conduct the track’s 30-day meet- 
ing May 16-June 18. 

Meanwhile. the board of trustees of the 
track elected Charles Aaron its new presi- 
dent. succeeding William J. McCormack, 
named William H. Burke vice president 
and Miss Frances I. Polley secretary- 
treasurer and vice president. 

A statement prepared by Aaron after 
his election: “The interested parties have 
agreed to work out all of the problems 
arising from litigation, including the sale 
and disposition of the properties. outside 
of court. and all of the interested parties 
have agreed to co-operate with the Lin- 
coln Fields management in every way 
to make Lincoln Fields’ 1955 meeting an 
outstanding success.” 

The case has been hanging fire for 2 
years since Peter O'Neil. minority 
stockholder and beneficiary of the trust 
set up by the late Edward J. Fleming. 
filed suit to force the sale of 47.988 
shares in the trust. of which Miss Polley’s 
33.765 shares was the biggest block. 

To date the most prominently mentioned 
prospective buyer is John Stelle. former 
governor of Illinois. 


HEADLINERS. In this column of Jan- 
uary 29, page 323. we traced the high 
spots in the history of the development 
of the Will County race track. We ought 
to round out the picture now by filling 
in some of the racing highlights. 

There was nothing prolonged in the 
early development of Lincoln Fields. Con- 
ceived in the quick brain of the late Col. 
Matt Winn, Lincoln Fields “sprang full 
armed” onto the racing scene in 1926 and 
from the beginning played a leading role 
on the American Turf. A delightful place 
from a physical standpoint. Lincoln Fields 
racing was of the highest order and_at- 
tracted some of the best horses in the 
country during the early years of op- 
eration. 

The Lincoln Handicap. still a headline 
feature, was inaugurated in 1926. Its first 
6 winners were Supremus. Chance Play. 
Toro, Blackwood, Lady Broadcast. and 
Sun Beau. Colonel Winn had_ bronze 
statuettes of those horses made and they 
still adorn the club’s executive offices. 

By 1930 the country was feeling severe- 
ly the pinch of the economic depression. 
For horses 3 years old and over in North

America that year there were only 21 
races worth as much as $10.000 to the 
winner. Illinois had 7 Maryland 6. New 
York 3. Kentucky 2. and Louisiana. Can- 
ada. and Mexico. one . 


The Lincoln Handicap of September 6, 
1930. was worth $21.125 to Lady Broad- 
cast. It was the best race that good mare 
ever ran. Her trainer, the late John M. 
Goode. thought it was the most remark- 
able performance he ever had seen in a 
long and distinguished career. Left at 
the post. Lady Broadcast raced into con- 
tention. then was carried very wide, but 


made a smashing. devastating run to beat 
the “giant killer” Plucky Play. 

In that race Lady Broadcast established 
the present track record of 2:03%5 for 114 
miles. The chestnut mare. later to meet 
an untimely end in a race at Arlington 
Park. also shared the Lincoln Fields 9. 
furlong record. 1:50. with 2 Coffroth 
Handicap winners. Sir Harry and Golden 
Prince. and A. G. Tarn’s black gelding 
Rushaway. 

Rushaway could present his record per- 
formance in the 1937 Marquette Handicap 
as evidence he had not been “cooked to 
a finish.” as sometimes stated. by winning 
2 Derbys 300 miles apart on consecutive 
days the previous year. After winning the 
Illinois Derby at Aurora. Rushaway was 
shipped to Kentucky that night and won 
the Latonia Derby next day. Probably no 
one remembers the incident better than 
Al Tarn’s son-in-law. Johnny Lonegden, 
who rode Rushaway in both of those races

OBITUARY 


Joseph M. Smoot 


Joseph M. Smoot, 82-year-old race track 
promoter. died on February 14 in Las 
Vegas. Nev. He had been in poor health 
for more than a year. 

A native of Bedford County. Va... Mr. 
Smoot first gained prominence in racing 
in 1924, when he built Hialeah Park. After 
operating the track for about 5 years. he 
sold it to a group headed by the late 
Joseph E. Widener. 


In 1933 he began construction of Santa 
Anita Park. Areadia. Calif.. and early in 
1934. 10 months before the first Santa 
Anita meeting. he sold out to the Los 
Angeles Turf Club. which now operates 
the track. 

His last big promotions failed him. He 
opened Gulfstream Park in 1939, but the 
track couldn't stand the competition with 
Hialeah Park and flopped. He then turned 
to Las Vegas where in 1950 he organized 
the Las Vegas Thoroughbred Racing As- 
sociation: but before the track even had 
been constructed Smoot was accused of 
embezzling funds and was replaced as the 
association’s president. At the time of his 
death his case still had not been settled 
in the Nevada courts. Las Vegas later 
was taken over by a New England 
syndicate headed by Lou Smith. president 
of Rockingham Park. 

The promoter, popularly supposed to 
have made and lost several fortunes, died 
without any appreciable resources. 

Survivors include a son, Dr. Joseph M. 
Smoot Jr., of San Pedro, Calif., and 4 
grandchildren. 


A. Robert Green 


A. Robert Green. 56-year-old trainer. 
died on February 10 at his home at 
Jamaica. N. Y., after an illness of several 
months. Funeral services were held at 
Forest Hills. N. Y.. on February 11. 

Mr. Green. a trainer for about 30 years, 
had enjoyed his greatest success in the 
last 4 years with Meyer J. Kaplan’s stable. 
In 1951 he claimed Sunshine Nell for 
Kaplan for $10.000. and developed her 
into one of the country’s best handicap 
mares. She won the Step Lightly, Autumn 
Day. Barbara Frietchie. and Top Flight 
Handicaps. and placed in 7 other stakes 
before her retirement at the end of the 
1954 season. 

Survivors include his wife, Mrs. Bessie 
Green: a daughter. Mrs. Mitzi Malkin; 
and 3. brothers. Harry Green, Milton 
Green. and Arthur Green.

Dr. W. J. R. Fowler. 79-year-old 


Canadian veterinarian. died February 13 
at Guelph General Hospital. Guelph, Ont. 
Funeral services were to be held in Guelph 
on February 16. 

For 55 years Dr. Fowler served on the 
faculty of the Ontario Veterinary College, 
and for many years he was chief veterin- 
arian for the Ontario Jockey Club at Wood- 
bine race track.

Background on MTTC’s Efforts 
For a Fourth Track in Detroit 


DeETROIT 

“Wait and see.” said George W. Lewis. 
astute president of the old Detroit Racing 
Association. “Nobody is going to build a 
race track in Detroit. Its too risky.” 

That was back in 1948 when the Thor- 
oughbreds were running at the State-owned 
Fair Grounds. Now. nearly 7 years later. 
Detroit is the home of 2 new. modern tracks 
on private property—the Detroit Race 
Course and Hazel Park—and there may be 
others if the enthusiasm of promoters is 
any indication. In the last 18 months 5 
separate bids have been made to build an- 
other race track within metropolitan 
Detroit. 

Judging by all this activity. the ques- 
tion arises: Was Lewis just making con- 
versation ? 

Not at all. Detroit horse racing was in 
bad repute at the time and perpetually in 
trouble with lawmakers at Lansing. It had 
been that way almost since 1933 when 
the sport was revived at the Fair Grounds. 

When Lewis spoke up. the DRA ad- 


mittedly had several-million dollars in 
cash stashed away in bank vaults. but 
it wanted no part of a new track. In the 
Fair Grounds it had an ideal site. located 
at the population center of Detroit and 
easily accessible by private and public 
transportation. 

The DRA and others were willing to 
spend millions on remodeling the out- 
dated Fair Grounds into a fashionable rac- 
ing center. provided the State would sign 
a long-term lease. But the legislature had 
a different idea: it wanted horse racing 
moved completely off State property and 
made this part of the racing law. 

That was the cue for the Michigan Rac- 
ing Association and the Hazel Park Rae 
ing Association to move in. Once they 
built their tracks. their success (particular- 
ly Hazel Park’s. a five-eighth’s miler built 
for less than $2.000.000. but whose stock 
is worth about $5.000.000 today) became 
the envy of everyone. 

Under the State Racing Act there is 
room for only one more race track in 


the Detroit area. Four are permitted and 
are existence already—the 2 
Thoroughbred plans and Northville Downs, 
a half-mile harness track. 


The scramble for a fourth track. there. 
fore. has been a hectic one. Twice racing 
commissioner James H. Inglis has turned 
down bids for half-mile tracks near Mt, 
Clemens. a northeast suburb of Detroit, 
Once the people of Warren Township, 
bordering the City of Hazel Park. slammed 
the door on proposed Thoroughbred 
track, 

These futile efforts led up to the latest 
venture. the most serious of all so far, 
This new venture. the work of the Michigan 
Thoroughbred Turf Club. is getting the 
fine-tooth treatment from commissioner 
Inglis. He has outlined 6 pages of informa. 
tion which he would require before grant. 
ing a license. 

A month ago the Turf Club put into the 
commissioner's hands volumes of plans, 
sketches. blueprints. financial pledges. and 
other details. There was so much informa- 
tion that Inglis told Turf Club attorneys 
Henry Murray and Joseph Marshall that 
he would need several weeks to go over 
it. He should have said “several months” 
because there is little prospect of a deci- 
sion until March. 

Except for Murray and Marshall. there 
were no names mentioned. The attorneys 
explained that their people did not want

“to be embarrassed publicly by the revela. 
tion that they were interested in a race 
track” unless they were reasonably certain 
of getting a license. It was learned that 
22 men had signed pledges to buy stock 
in the amount of $3.023.500 and the at. 
torneys claimed that another $1,000,000 
could be raised “if necessary.” 


With this money the Turf Club pro. 
posed to build a one-mile track “second 
to none in the Midwest and the most 
modern in Detroit.” That would be a real 
accomplishment since the Detroit Race 
Course. constructed 5 years ago when costs 
were lower. cost more than $4,000,000. 

“Many of our people.” explained Mur. 
ray. “are contractors and builders who 
know how to make the most of their 
materials and money. In return for their 
work. they will be given stock.” 

If this was a strong point. it was also 
a weakness. for despite the absence of 
names. it was apparent that there was no 
one within the Turf Club with racing 
know-how. 

As for the track itself. it was to be 
built on 244 acres of land in Clinton 
Township. Macomb County. about 16 miles 
from the Detroit City Hall—and just 
south of Mt. Clemens. 

Since then the site has been changed 
because of church and political opposition. 
Two new locations have been decided up- 
on by the Turf Club lawyers. but the sites 
have been kept secret. even from Inglis. 
They will remain a secret until “we have 
approval of the local governing body and 
we have been assured that we will be 
welcomed in the community by a majority 
of the residents and business people.” 

The new sites will be more suitable for 
construction of a track and more readily 
accessible. according to the Turf Club. It 
is believed that the locations still are 
south of Mt. Clemens, however. 

In its plans the Turf Club specified 
parking for 8.000 cars. a grandstand and 
club house seating 10.000 with a terrace 
for another 25.000. modern fireproof barns 
for 1,200 horses. and so on. There was 
even a model of the proposed plant built 
by architect Theodore Rogvoy. 

To enhance its case, the Turf Club point- 
ed out that it did not want to extend the 
local racing season, but would share the 
present dates with the other tracks. 

But if it was willing to accept from 
37 to 40 days of racing, the Detroit Race 
Course and Hazel Park were not. They 
complained that their racing programs 
would suffer, that the new outfit could not 
possibly make a go of it, and that Detroit 
racing would be damaged seriously. 

There was a lot of food fur thought in 
the Turf Club’s bid. and the racing com- 
missioner is digesting it slowly. He held a 
public hearing on Monday. February 14, 
but quickly adjourned it until later this 
month at the request of the Turf Club.

and also in the Louisiana Derby. which 
he won. Bobby Dotter rode Rushaway 
in the Marquette Handicap. 


Hal Price Headley. of Lexington, was a 
prominent figure at Lincoln Fields in its 
early days. Besides winning the inaugural 
Lincoln Handicap. Headley’s Supremus 
won the first running of the Crete Hand- 
ieap. And his Helen’s Babe beat the ill- 
fated Captain Hal and her own stable- 
mate. Supremus. in the Marquette Hand- 
icap. 

The one-mile record at Lincoln Fields. 
1:3445. was established in 1934 by a 3- 
year-old chestnut gelding, Wise Ways. a 
son of Supremus—*Belle Alliance. by 
Son-in-Law. Dick Watts had him as sharp 
as a razor. but in hanging up that record 
Wise Ways apparently rattled himself to 
pieces. He never did much afterwards. 


The inaugural meeting at Lincoln Fields 
had run only a few days when the bay 
filly Florence Mills won a 1,'g-mile race 
in 1:4315. While the 11 years (1943- 
1953). during which Lincoln Fields was 
“dark”. must be taken into consideration, 
Florence Mills’ time stood as a_ track 
record until the dusky-coated Sir Mango 
lowered it to 1:43 in winning the Lincoln 
Handicap (new distance) last spring. 
Named for the first Negro actress to gain 
wide-spread recognition, Florence Mills 
(Sir John Johnson—Water K., by Water- 
boy) later produced the winning fillies 
Colored Artist. Stage Idol, and High Yel- 
low. all by Cudgel. 


In recent years Lincoln Fields’ greatest 
single contribution to the stakes structure 
has been its development of the Peabody 
Memorial Stakes. The Peabody—former- 
ly for all ages—became an event for 2- 
year-olds exclusively in 1946. its subse- 
quent winners being Mighty Story, King 
Bay. Billings. Lextown, Lot O Luck 
(through disqualification of Sun David). 
Pur Sang. Gushing Oil. Royal Bay Gem. 
and Sea O Erin. 


ROTATION. A bill providing for an- 
nual rotation of dates for Thoroughbred 
race meetings in the Chicago area was 
introduced last week in the Illinois House 
of Representatives. It was sponsored by 3 
Democrats and Republicans from 
Chicago and one suburban Republican. 
Until given another name it will be known 
as the Hannigan-Ryan-Lenard-McAvoy- 
Janezak-Murphy bill. 

Under the proposed legislation, which 
would become effective in 1956. the track 
which opened the season one year would 
have the closing dates the next year. The 
present order would be preserved. and the 
dates for each track would advance from 
year to year. In 1960 Washington Park 
would open the Chicago season on the 
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last Saturday in April and Arlington Park 
would close the same season on the first 
Saturday in November. 


If it became a part of the Horse Racing 
Act the bill would deprive the Illinois 
Racing Board of its discretionary powers 
in allotting dates, 

Motives behind the measure were not 
stated. but legislative incentives usually 
are disclosed eventually. 

The bill was referred to the Committee 
on License and Miscellany, headed by 
Representative Peter Granata. a Chicago 
Republican. 


ROLLING MEADOWS. Two petitions 
were filed in Cook County Court last 
week asking Judge Otto Kerner to set 
aside his previous order for a referendum 
February 26 on the proposal to incorporate 
Rolling Meadows. the new community of 
small homes which sprang up in recent 
months adjacent to the Arlington Park 
race track (The Blood-Horse, January 1). 


One petition was presented by the Arling- 
ton Park Jockey Club. which contended 
its rights would be violated because it 
would have no vote. although its property 
comprises 19 per cent of the 34 square 
miles of the area involved, and it would 
derive no benefits from the incorporation. 
yet would be compelled to pay municipal 
taxes. 

The other petition was filed by 100 resi- 
dents of an unincorporated area known as 
Arlington Crest. which also is located 
within the proposed municipality. These 
petitioners said they do not want to be 
absorbed into Rolling Meadows. 

Judge Kerner on February 14 denied 
both petitions. The track’s attorneys now 
will appeal to the Cook County Circuit 
Court.

LEGISLATION 


State-Wide Referendum 


Four Pennsylvania State senators, 2 
Democrats and 2 Republicans, have in. 
troduced a bill calling for a_ state-wide 
referendum pari-mutuel betting. The 
referendum would not be conducted in the 
usual manner, which is to submit to the 
voters a bill already passed by the legisla. 
ture; it merely would ask voters if they 
favored pari-mutuel betting on racing. 

Sen. Anthony J. DiSilvestro, of Philadel. 
phia, one of the bill’s sponsors, said, “I’m 
sick and tired of other states having rac. 
ing on the borders of Pennsylvania. We'll 
not be considered a backward State any 
longer.” 

Two bills to legalize pari-mutuel betting 
in Pennsylvania already have been intro- 
duced in the House of Representatives 
(The Blood-Horse of February 5, page 
396).

Whatever the 
purpose of the Experimental, it wasn’t 
intended to be the vehicle for eccentric 
judgments which shower attention upon 
an otherwise obscure handicapper. A horse 
who consisently beats another usually is 
considered the better of the 2. I would be 
interested to know more about the new 
standards.

On Information to Handbooks 


In its issue of January 8 The Blood- 
Horse commented with approval on a bill 
on which the last previous session of the 
Congress failed to take action. The same 
bill, as amended, has been introduced in 
the current first session of the 84th Con- 
gress as a joint resolution (S. J. Res. 33) 
and referred to the Committee on Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce. The full text 
of the joint resolutions: 


To prohibit transmission of certain 
gambling information in interstate and 
foreign commerce by communication 
facilities. 


Resolved by the Senaté and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, 

That the purposes of this Act are to 
assist the various States. Territories. and 
possessions of the United States. and the 
District of Columbia in the enforcement of 
their laws pertaining to gambling. book- 
making. and like offenses. and to aid in 
the suppression of organized gambling 
activities by prohibiting the use of or the 
leasing. furnishing. or maintaining of com- 


munication facilities which are or will 
be used for the transmission of certain 
gambling information in interstate and 
foreign commerce. 

Sec. 2. As used in this Act, the term— 

(a) “Communication facility” means 
any and all instrumentalities, personnel. 
and services (among other things. the 
receipt, forwarding. and delivery of com- 
munications) used or useful in the trans- 
mission of writings. signs, signals, pictures. 
and sounds of all kinds by wire or radio 
or other like connection between points 
of origin and reception of such  trans- 
mission. 

(b) “Gambling information” means bets 
or wagers or related information assisting 
in the placing of bets or wagers on any 
horse or dog racing event or contest, or 
transactions or information facilitating bet- 
ting or wagering activities on any such 
horse or dog racing event or contest. In 
connection with horse racing, gambling 
information includes among other things 
entries, scratches. jockeys, jockey changes. 
weights, probable winners, scheduled start- 
ing time of race, actual starting time of 


race, track conditions, the betting odds. 
changes in the betting odds, the post 
positions, the results, and the prices paid. 

(c) “Transmission in interstate com- 
merce” means transmission directly or in- 
directly from any place in any State. 
Territory, or possession of the United 
States, or the District of Columbia to any 
place in any other State, Territory, or 
possession of the United States, or the 
District of Columbia. 


(d) “Transmission in foreign com- 
merce” means transmission directly or in- 
directly from or to any place in the United 
States to or from a foreign country or 
ship at sea or in the air. 

Sec. 3. (a) The use of, or the leasing. 
furnishing, or maintaining of any com- 
munication facility which is or will be 
used for the transmission of gambling in- 
formation in interstate or foreign com- 
merce is prohibited. When any common 
carrier. subject to the jurisdiction of the 
Federal Communications Commission, is 
notified in writing by a Federal. State. or 
local law enforcement agency, acting with- 
in its jurisdiction, that any facility furnish- 
ed by it is being used or will be used for 
the purpose of transmitting or receiving 
gambling information interstate or 
foreign commerce, it shall discontinue 
within a reasonable time, or refuse, the 
leasing. furnishing, or maintaining of such 
facility. and no damages, penalty. or for- 
feiture, civil or criminal, shall be found

Sec. 4. (a) Any person or persons who 
shall obtain from a 
common carrier or other supplier a private 
line communication facility to be operated 
in interstate or foreign commerce for or in 
connection with the transmission of news 
or other information pertaining to  sport- 
ing events or contests shall file with such 
carrier or other supplier a statement that 
the communication facility so obtained is 
to be used for such purposes. Failure to 
file such a statement shall create a_pre- 


lease or otherwise 


sumption that such communication facility 
is being used in violation of the provisions 
of this Act. The statements on file with 
the carriers or other suppliers shall be 
open to inspection by appropriate State 
and Federal law-enforcement agencies. 


(b) Each common carrier or other 
supplier shall maintain a list of the termin- 
al points and drops (receiving and send- 
ing) or any private line communication 
facility leased or otherwise furnished for 
the transmission in interstate or foreign 
commerce of news or other information 
pertaining to sporting events or contests. 
including the address of each such 
terminal point and drop. and such a list 
shall be open to inspection by appropriate 
State and Federal law-enforcement agen- 
cies. 

Sec. 5. (a) The interstate or foreign 
character of any transmission of gambling 
information in, or intended for trans- 
mission in, interstate or foreign commerce 
shall not create an immunity in respect 
of any criminal prosecution under the 
laws of any State. Territory, possession. or 
the District of .Columbia pertaining to 
gambling. bookmaking. and like offenses. 

(b) Any remedies afforded by this Act 
are in addition to remedies now existing 
under State or Federal law. including law 
applicable within the Territories and pos- 
sessions of the United States the 
District of Columbia.
